Inspector of the mine. 
The fire oriinated at the bot­ 
tom of the shaft, it was said and 
probably was caused by spontane­ 
ous combustion.

men 
were trapped in the shaft after 
they had descended to investigate 
the cause of smoke coming from 
the shaft. 
Immediately upon its arrival at 


the 
mine,

descended but could not locate the 
four men, retqruing to the sur­ 
face after a futile search. 
A sec-, 
ond and third descent was ven­ 
tured but at 9:45 p. rn., no trace 
bad been found of the four men. 
Members of the relief team up­ 
on returning to the surface after 
their third trip,

that the foru were trapped behind 
a cave-in caused by the flame*. A 
clerk at the mine office told an

that the team bad strong hopes of 
locating the men in time to save 
their lives.

Mr. Rhodes in beginning his in­ 
teresting talk yesterday, told the 
members of the club that he had 
come to this city in response to 
the invitation of 
F ra n k 
Byrns, 
who th ru a period of years has 
maintained his interest and hope 
in a possible oil development in 
this county, lf a field is developed 
it really should have the Byrns 
name. 
The actual work of drilling a 
w'ell on the Mahon 
farm 
began 
several days ago and Mr. Rhodes 
said yesterday that he expects to 
shoot the well next Monday after­ 
noon. 
All In th e Open. 
One thing that 
impressed 
the 
Rotariaus and others who 
have 
met Mr. Rhodes and Mr. Moore­ 
land Is that they say there is no 
mystery about the oil business so 
far as they are concerned. 
They 
have come into this county ready 
and 
willing 
to 
spend 
enough 
money to put down a number of 
wells in order ta 
test 
out 
the 
field. They have no stock to sell 
and are not asking for any capi­ 
tal. 
All they do wish Is to secure 
a few more leases 
in 
order 
to 
make their holdings profitable if 
a field should be developed. 
Men who are drilling have in­ 
structions, Mr. Rhodes said, 
to 
answer questions from any body 
living in this locality 
who asks 
them, and as the 
operator 
ex 
pressed it, the gate to the prop­ 
erty is open and the public is in­ 
vited to visit the site of the wells 
as often as they please. 
W hen the well 
is 
ready 
for 
shooting announcement will 
be 
made so that as many people as 
wish to may assemble 
for 
the 
sight, which is unusual in

locality. 
Mr. Rhodes expressed his sur­ 
prise yesterday that 
there 
had 
been no further test in Morgan 
county after the wells were put 
down eleven years 
ago.

tions were not pushed further at 
the

might 
come because 
crude oil at that time was at a 
very low price a barrel and so a 
small barrel production did not 
represent profit.

Later Mr. Rhodes quoted fig­ 
ures to show that about half of 
the total oil 
prod Ult ion

the 
world today comes from wells of 
small size. 
The total is of course

hut without small well production 
would fall to a figuru 50 per cent 
below the present total. 
Altho 
Mr. Rhodes is a man 
of 
many 
years' experience in the oil busi­ 
ness, he has never before been in­ 
terested in Illinois territory, hav­ 
ing come here from Tulsa, Oklu. 
lie told Rotariaus of the recent 
development 
in 
Centralia. 
A 
number of years ago an oil 
field 
was located there but within re­ 
cent weeks a new one has

opened and a 300 barrel well was

One field in Oklahoma 
bears 
his name.

The local committee of railway 
shopmen receives from time to 
time the letters issued by B. M. 
Jewell as president of the railway 
employes’ department relating to 
the strike situation. 
The follow­ 
ing statements are made in a r e ­ 
cent communication 
from 
Mr. 
Jewell: 
On July the I 1 th, the execu­ 
tive Council Members were r e ­ 
quested to meet Chairman H o o p ­ 
er of the United States Railroad 
Labor Board for the purpose of 
considering the possibilities 
of 
harmonizing the differences be­ 
tween the Executives of the C a r ­ 
riers and the striking employes. 
The fellowing was considered 
as a basis for negotiation: 
(1) That the Carriers 
which 
had arbitrarily changed the wages 
and working conditions of the e m ­ 
ployes represented by said seven 
organizations, by means of the 
contract system and piece work. 
etc., in violation of the Railroad 
Labor Board’s decisions 
should 
discontinue this practice. 
(2) That a National Board of 
Adjustment be created by a g re e ­ 
ment, between the carrier 
and 
these organizations with.authority 
to handle all disputes for all shop 
craft employes except those af­ 
fecting wage rates. 
The 
seven 
disputed rules to be promptly su b ­ 
mitted to the Adjustment Board 
for decision. 
(3) That the employes involv­ 
ed in the strike proceed in con­ 
formity with the Transportation 
Act, to secure a rehearing of the 
wage decisions. 
(4) The Carriers to withdraw 
or dismiss all lawsuits growing 
out of the strike. 
(5) All men now on 
strike. 
those laid off, furloughed or on 
leave of absence to be returned to 
work and to their former positions 
with seniority and other rights 
unimpaired. 
There are th ree principal issues 
now preventing * possible settle­ 
ment of the railway controversy, 
which are found in the refusal of 
the railway executives: ( I ) to dis­ 
continue contracting out of work; 
( 2 1 to establish a National Board 
of Adjustment; 
(3) to continue 
seniority rights of employes who 
suspend work. 
The position of 
the employes on thet»e tnree issues 
is summarized as follows: 
(1) Contracting out work: 
The Labor Board has decided: 
“ If the carrier can legally do 
the thing which has been done un­ 
der these contracts, then th e en­ 
tire Transportation Aet^ can 
bo 
nullified and the will o f 'th e Con- 
grt •ss of the United States se*t at 
naught, 
lf one class of employes 
can thus be taken from under the 
application of th* A ct, thoro is 
no sound reason why each and 
every railroad employe in 
th- 
United States cannot he given like 
treatm ent.” 
By this process the Erie Rail 
road has contracted out every one 
of its car and locomotive shops 
the larger roundhouses and 
ail 
track work. 
(2) 
National 
Adjustment 
Board:— 
The Labor Board has d e s c r i e d 
Boards of Adjustment as “ an es 
sent jai part of the machinery to 
decide disputes between th e car­ 
riers and their employes.” 
The Labor Committee of the As­ 
sociation of Railway Executives in 
a majority report recommended 
National Boards of Adjustment. 
Vice-President Atterbury of 
th- 
Pennsylvania made a minority re 
port stating: 
“ It is clear to us that National 
Boards of Adjustment mean Na­ 
tional Agreements . .Our duty is 
clear. 
Make no contract 
what­ 
ever with the labor oiguuizatUms.' 
> 
The reasons why the employe, 
desire one National Adjustment 
Bourd are briefly: 
1. (Conditions of shop 
work 
are practically the same in all 
.Metions of the country and the 
character of work is the same 
Car and locomotive repairs a re th* 
same and must be made in abou* 
the same manner everywhere. 
2. 
Uniform 
national 
rules 
have been promulgated by th e La­ 
bor Bourd. 
3. 
If these rules are Interpre­ 
ted and applied diferently by dif­ 
ferent Adjustment Boards, a mass 
of conflicting 
cases 
eventually 
would be presented to the Labor 
Board. 
4. Birne uniform Interpreta­ 
tion and application is desirable 
and will be the result of final 
decisions by the Labor Board, ii 
Is inefficient to establish several 
intermediate Boards who will cre­ 
ate inharmonious rulings which 
the Bourd must harmonize. 
5. Regional Beards would Im­ 
pose unfair expense «md duplica­ 
tion of effort upon labor organi­ 
zations requiring a representative 
of each of the six crafts on 
each 
Adjustment Board, requiring pay­ 
ment of expenses amounting an­ 
nually to a largo sum. 
6. Since 
a 
National 
Labor 
Board has bean established, thus 
insuring a national code of rules 
and working conditions, a a inter­ 
mediary court should be organ­ 
ized on the same basis, logically 
and efficiently. 
(3) Seniority Rights: 
The proposition to deprive men 
of .seniority rights, because of sus­ 
pension of work, is utterly in­ 
defensible if the fuels are under­ 
stood. 
Seniority rights 
involve 
principally, first, the right .of the 
senior employh to be tho last laid 
off iii a reduction of forces, 
the 
right of the senior employe to 
have first preference in selection 
tor vacancies in pruferable Jobs. 
The first right is of great im­ 
portance and has a large commun­ 
ity value. 
It results in encourag­ 
ing permanent employment, 
the 
building ut homes and mukiug of 
useful citizens.

Of course, in fact the railroads 
would for their own good retain 
.he senior, more efficient employ­ 
es, except 
that 
with 
seniority 
rights destroyed, their"" position- 
would be insecure and the roads 
would be able to w<*ed out those 
workers most active in protection 
of rights of their fellow employes. 
That is the sole purpose of th 
railroads insistence on the 
des­ 
truction of seniority rights. They 
would be able in this way to pun­ 
ish the more independent, force­ 
ful workers and 
to 
intimidate 
their fellow 
workers, 
breading 
down the spirit of free labor, on«- 
of the most valuable qualities of 
Americanism.
